DUSTRIAL TRADE HARRIERS BETWEEN EC AND EFTA ON JULY 1. 

ALL STATES REPRESENTED BY CHIEFS OF GOVERNMENT EXCEPT 
SWITZERLAND AND ICELAND WHOSE DELEGATIONS WERE AT 
MINISTERIAL LEVEL. PARTICIPANTS APPROVED FINAL 
COMMUNIQUE AND TEN-POINT STATEMENT OUTLINING OB- 
JECTIVES OF FUTURE EFTA ACTIVITIES AND EMPHAISIZING 
NEED FOR CLOSER COOPERATION BETWEEN MEMBERS TO ACHIEVE 
ECONOMIC GROWTH, FULL EMPLOYMENT, -AND MONETARY 
STABILITY. KREISKY NOTED TO PRESS AFTERWARDS THAT 
THESE WERE SAME GOALS AGREED UPON AT LONDON SUMMIT. 

EFTA ORGANIZATION WILL CONTINUE SERVING AS VEHICLE FOR 
ECONOMIC CONSULTATIONS BETWEEN MEMBERS. 

3. IN ESSENCE, CONFERENCE AGREED THAT MEMBER COUNTRIES 
WOULD: 

(A) CONTINUE TO SUPPORT FURTHER LIBERALIZATION OF 
WORLD TRADE BY COOPERATING TOWARDS EARLY COMPLETION OF 
GATT MTN ROUND AND EXTENSION OF ECD TRADE PLEDGE; 

(B) NEGOTIATE WITH EC FOR SIMPLIFICATION OF ORIGIN 
RULES AND IMPROVEMENT OF CUSTOS PROCEDURES, INCLUSION 
IN FREE TRADE SYSTEM OF CERTAIN PROCESSED FOODS, AND 
FACILITATION OF TRADE IN FISH AND FISH PRODUCTS; 

(C) NEGOTIATE GATT-COMPATIBLE FREE TRADE AGREE- 
MENTS WITH COUNTRIES AIMING AT EC MEMBERSHIP (SPAIN, 

GREECE, TURKEY); 

(D) FIND WAYS AND MEANS TO INCREASE ECONOMIC 
COOPERATION WITH YUGOSLAVIA WHIH DESIRES CLOSER 
TIES WITH EFTA; 
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(E) CONCUR IN PORTUGAL'S DECISION TO SEEK EC 
MEMBERSHIP; 

(F) SUPPORT EFFORTS TO EXPAND AND INTENSIFY TRADE 
WITH EAST EUROPEAN COUNTRIES; AND 

(G) PARTICIPATE IN THE NORTH-SOUTH DIALOGUE AND IN 
PRACTICAL MEASURES FOR IMPROVING THE ECONOMIC SITUATION 
OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES.
